WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Al- 
ready $387,000,000 in the hole, al- 
though the present fiscal year is 
but two months old, the Treasury 
last night announced it would seek 
to raise more than a billion dollars 
on long-term bond and certificate 
issues. 

Secretary Melion said the paper 


on include $800,000,000 worth 


of bonds to carry 3 per cent in- 
terest and to run for 20 to 24 years, 
and $300,000,000 in a certificate is- 
sue at 1% per cent.. 

The bond issue will be the third 
of the present calendar year, the 
Treasury having issued $600,000,- 
000 of that kind of paper in March 
and another $800,000,000 in June. 
The new financing indicated to 
some that the Treasury would fol- 
low its policy of increasing the 
public debt rather than ask for tax 
increases to make up the deficit. 


The deficit for the last fiscal year 
was $903,000,000. 
Receipts Down $11,000,000. 

Since the new year began, re- 
ceipts have shown a decline of 

bout $11,000,000 under last year, 
while expenditures were about 
$38,000,000 more for the same 
period. 

Income taxes, which dropped 
$550,000,000 last year, continued 
their downward swing and in July 
and August this year were nearly 
$19,000,000 less. 

It was last year’s sharp decline

WHITNEY ESTATE INCREASED 


IN TWO YEARS 


Rose in Value to $239,301,017 Between Death 
of Financier and Distribution of 
Various Legacies.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Final 
accounting of the estate of the late 
Payne Whitney was filed today 
showing the value of the estate in- 
creased $45,306,372 during the two 
years between the death of the fi- 
nancier, sportsman and ~»philan- 
thropist, and distribution of the 
various legacies. 

Whitney died on May 25, 1927, 
while playing tennis at his country 
estate. He was 52 years old and 
left an estate valued at $186,579,- 
746, the largest in the history of 
the Transfer Tax Bureau. When 
the bequests were paid in May of 
1929 the estate had appreciated to 
$239,301,017. 

Inegrease in value of the estate 
was realized principally in a 
block of 44,863 shares of North- 
ern Finance Corporation which 
was .appraised as being worth 
$111,436,190 at the time of Whit- 
ney’s death and $160,705,546, on 
transfer to the legatees. Northern 
Finance Corporation was a hold- 


| ing company founded by Oliver H. 
Payne, associate of John D. Rgcke- 
feller in the founding of the Stana- 
ard Oil Co., and founder of the 
Payne fortune, 

Transfer of the legacies took 
éplace several months before the 
stock market crash so the ensuing 
sharp decline in many security 
values was not reflected in the 
final accounting filed with the Sur- 
rogate today. 

The accounting shows that the 
execuors paid $17,364,012 for New 
York State inheritance, transfer 
and estate taxes, $4,380,013 for 
Federal taxes, $353,886 for Maine 
taxes, $26,376 for Ohio taxes, and 
$44,985 for taxes in other States. 
Income. taxes assessed against the 
estate amounted to $2,223,087 and 
debts, funeral expenses and admin- 
istration costs were $13,542,076. 

The will left millions to charities 
besides enormous bequests to rela- 
tives and gifts of $500,000 to three 
personal friends including Finley 
Feter Dunne, author. 


MEXICAN LAW GIVES 
WOMEN SAME PAY AS 
MEN IN SAME JOBS

No Discrimination for 
Allowed—Wage Gar- 
nishing Forbidden.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 31.—Wages 
must be the same, regardless of 
age, sex or nationality, when the 
work performed is of the- same 
quantity and quality, under the 
terms of the national labor law just 
promulgated. 

The law also provides agairst 
garnishing of salaries. 

A blow is dealt to cabareis and 
liquor - vending establishments 
where women or minors are em- 
ployed. The law prohibits’. this 
class of employment and estab- 
lishes penalties for offending pro- 
prietors. 

Employers of more than 100 per- 
sons are obliged to provide sani- 
tary living quarters for their em- 
ployes and may charge no more 
than one-hal’ per cent of the value 
of the property as rental. 
Domestic employes are protected 
by a clause which establishes that 
the employers must give them 
board and lodging, pay for their 
medical expenses and burial in case 
of death, and give them time off 
to attend night schools.

SAVED AFTER 2 HOURS 
ON LEDGE, 190 FEET UP 


Steeplejack Helps in Own Res- 
cue After Companion Falls 
to Death. 


By the Associated Press, 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 31.— 


Nerves of steel and a stout heart 
kept 63-year-old James Kemp, 
steeplejack, clinging to a precari- 
ous foothold on a 10-inch ledge 
near the top of a 150-foot chim- 
ney today until rescued—two hours 
after his fellow worker, Gondolfo 
Di Primo, 40, had plunged to death 


when a scaffold broke. The two 
men were working on a tiny scaf- 
fold near the top of the stack 
when the scaffolding slipped. 

While firemen with outstretched 
life nets awaited Kemp’s fall, 
which seemed almost inevitable, 
another crew of rescuers attempt- 
ed to fire a line overt the tep of the 
stack with a rope-gun. The fifth 
shot draped a rope over the chim- 
ney top and slowly, foot by foot, 
Kemp hauled in the light line with 
a heavier rope attached. With a 
solid hold for him to grasp, Kemp 
soon drew up a second line with 
a small swing attached, into which 
he stepped and was carefully let 
down. 

Without assistance he walked 
into the emergency room of. the 
Yawman & Erbe plant. 

“I knew better than to let the 
thing scare me,” was his simple 
explanation of his fortitude. 

Kemp, who had been manning 
the ropes, sensed the slipping of 
the scaffold as he heard the fran- 
tic cries of his partner, he related. 
He grasped the rope instinctively 
and clung fast, when he saw Di 
Primo’s body swirl downward. 
With a thump his body brushed 
the chimney and his feet found the 
10-inch ledge, eight feet from the 
top of the stack. There he clung, 
his body bent outward by a bulge 
in the brickwork. 


In the face of a stiff breeze, the 
slightest movement meant death. A 
nausea that accompanied the sight 
of his companion’s death assailed 
him, and he quickly sensed the 
early helplessness of the crowd of 
rescuers hastily assembled below. 

For more than two hours he 
watched the desperate rescue at- 
tempts—and held on. 

Ladders failed to reach him and 
the approach to the top of the 
stack through the interior was im- 
possible because of heat and gases

of the factory. 


Peter la Verdi, 46, third member 
of the crew which had been re- 
pairing the chimney, tended the 
ropes of the scaffold from the 
ground and saw Di Primo fall and 
Kemp make his successful scramble 
for a foothold. 

He stood by and aided in the 
rescue until Kemp reached the 
ground. Then he collapsed and 
was taken in an unconscious con- 
dition to a hospital. 

Would-be rescuers were almost 
helpless to aid Kemp at first. Calls 
were made to the Municipal Air- 
port for aid and two planes were 
soon flying about the stack at- 
tempting to lower ropes to Kemp. 
The wind made success impossible 
and they gave up. 

Kemp and Di Primo had been 
working upwards and had reached 
the top of the chimney for the first 
time today.

NICHOLAS M. BELL 
NOTED ST. LOUISAN, 
DIES AT AGE OF 89 


Taken Acutely Ill Yesterday 
Though Bedfast for Two 
Years—Active in Demo- 
cratic Politics. 


SEYMOUR SUPPORTER 
IN 1868 CAMPAIGN 


In Legislature for Two 
Terms — Delegate to 7 
National Conventions — 
Once Excise Commis- 


sioner. 


Nicholas M. Bell, 89 years old. 
one of the most widely known of 
Missouri Democrats, died today at 
his home, 4442 West Pine boule- 
vard, of pulmonary edema. He had 
been acutely ill only since yester- 
day, but had been confined to his 
bed for two years by infirmities 
of age. 

Col. Beil, as he was usually 
called, came to St. Louis as'a 
youth, in the period shortly before 
the Civil War, and worked for the 


dry goods firm of Barr, Duncan 
& Co., predecessor of the William 
Barr Co., and of the present Fam- 
ous-Barr. He went to Idaho and 
later to Oregon, in mining and 
merchandising ventures, and he; 
was a delegate from Oregon to the 
Democratic National Convention 
of 1868, the firs of seven national 
conventions to which he was a 
delegate. 

At the 1868 convention, which 
met in New York, Bell supported 
Gov. Horatio Seymour of New 
York, who was the nominee of the 
convention, and who later was de- 
feated by Gen. U. 8. Grant, the Re- 
publican nominee. 

In Legislature Two Terms; 

He returned to St. Louis soon 
afterward, and engaged in the com- 
mission business and in politics. In 
1870, and again in 1872, he was 
elected to the Legislature. In 
1870, Stilson Hutchins, a St. Louis 
newspaper editor, was Bell’s op- 
ponent for the nomination, and 
Joseph Pulitzer, founder of the 
Post-Dispatch, was his opponent in 
the election. In the 1871 legislative 
session, he voted for Gen. Frank P. 
Blair for United States fenator. In 
the °73 session, he aided in the 
passage of the enabling act under 
which the City of St. Louis pur- 
chased Forest Park. 

Bell introduced a bill for division 
of the state fund between white and 
Negro children, on a per capita 
basis, and the measure providing 
for taking over Lincoln Institute, 
school for Negroes at Jefferson 
City, as a state institution. 

In 1876 Bell was secretary of the 
Democratic National Convention, 
held in St. Louis, at which Samuel 
He was 
secretary of the national conven- 
tions of 1880, 1884, 1888 and 1892, 
Grover Cleveland being the nomi- 
nee in the last three of these. 

Bell’s duty as secretary was to 
call the roll of the convention for. 
nominations, and his loud and 
sonorous voice, rising above the 
din of delegates, became a tradi- 
tion of the quadrennial gatherings. 

Gov. William J. Stone, elected in 
1892, appointed Bell to the then 
newly-created office of Excise Com- 
missioner of St. Louis. The law 
establishing this office gave its 
holder a Czar-like power over sa- 
loon keepers, which was used at 
times for political purposes, and 
which later was used to enforce the 
Sunday closing law. Bell, in his 
administration of the office, sought 
to enforce the laws regulating sa- 
loons, and to increase the state’s 
excise revenues. 

Foreign Mails Superintendent. 

Under President Cleveland’s first 
administration, Bell was syperin- 
tendent of foreign mails in the 
United States Postoffice Depart- 
ment. He figured in a controversy 
which arose with France over the 
carrying of mails on the northern 
coast of South America, chiefly to 
Colombian ports. The matter re- 
quired arbitration and Bell present- 
ed the argument of the United 
States to the abitrators,. who deé- 
cided in favor of this country. An- 
other case which arose during Bell's 


went to arbitration and was settled 
in favor of the United States, was 
a dispute for the amounts charged 
by steamship companies for earry- 
ing the Untted States mails through 
the Mediterranean Sea and the 
Suez Canal.

GRAF ZEPPELIN PASSES 
CAPE VERDE ISLANDS 


Dirigible Making Nonstop 
Flight to Pernambuco 
With Passengers.

VINCENT, Cape Verde Is- 
lands, Aug. 31.—The Graf Zeppe- 
lin, on a nonstop flight from Fried- 
richshafen to Pernambuco, Brazil, 
was sighted over this city just be- 
fore noon, flying south.

BOOTLEGGER 
KILLED, PAL 
WOUNDED ON 

OUNTY ROAD 


W. J. Fleming Slain and 
W. J. Shannon Jr., 
Wounded — Had Been 
Warned to Stay Out of 
‘‘Enemy Territory.” 


STOPPED MACHINE 
TO LOOK AT TIRE 


Third Man, Unhurt, Says 
They Were Then Set 
Upon by Gangsters Who 
Fired and Escaped in 
Black Sedan. 


William J. Fleming, 22-year-old 
bootlegger, was shot to death, and 
his partner, William J. Shannon 
Jr., was seriously wounded shortly 


before noon yesterday when they 
disregarded. warnings by com- 


petitors to “‘stay out of the south 
part of the county.” 

Ollie William Hipes, Fleming’s 
brother-in-law, who took the pair 
to Alexian Brothers Hospital after 
the shooting, told policemen they 
were set upon by gangsters as they 
stopped about 11:30 a. m. on Bay- 


less avenue 200 feet west of the 
Missouri Pacific tracks to investi- 
gate what Hipes thought was a de- 


fective tire on his roadster. 


Hipes declared he dropped into 
a ditch at the first shot and did 
not get up until the assassins had 
ceased firing and driven away. 
Deputies were unable to find blood- 
stains or other trace at the place, 
which was also the scene of the 
murder of Louis Mulconry, notori- 
ous Cuckoo gangster, on Dec. 19 
last. 

Got Out to Look at Tires. 

“I asked Bill Fleming to go rid- 
ing with me yesterday morning be- 
cause I had a fever and wanted to 
cool off,” Hipes told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today at city hos- 
pital, where he is under treatment 
for grip and bruises. “Bill lived 
in the same house with me at 3416 
South Jefferson avenue. 

“So we got into my roadster and 
called for Shannon at 1933 Penn 
street. We were driving out Bay- 
less avenue beyond the southwest 
edge of the city when we heard a 
noise that sounded like there might 
be a bump or something on one of 
my tires. So I pulled up at the 
side of the road just beyond the 
Missouri Pacific tracks. 

“I got out and looked at the front 
tires. Bill and Shannon got out 
the other side and went around to 
take a look at the rear. Then I 
heard a shot. I ran forward a few 
steps and flopped into a ditch on 
my face. 

“As I ran I could see there was 
a black sedan stopped just behind 
my car. I heard more shots after 
I fell into the ditch and after a 
few moments I heard a car start 
and go past me. Then I got up and 
went back. 

Puts Them in Car. 

“I put Bill Fleming in the back 
seat. He didn’t have a thing to 
say and I guess he was dead. Then 
I got Shannon into the. front seat. 
He was moaning; but I couldn't get . 
him to say anything, so I took them 
both to the hospital,” 

Fleming had been shot. eight 
times in the chest and arms either 
with pistol or machine-gun. fire, 
and several charges of buckshot 
from a shotgun had struck him in 
the right leg. Shannon was shot 
in the right leg, groin and left arm. 
Hipes was bruised from his fall in 
the ditch and was unstrung by his 
experience. 

What Mother Says. 

Mrs. Lydia Fleming, mother of 
the slain man, told policemen her 
son and Shannon were bootieggers, 
Two weeks ago, she said, her son 
received a warning by telephone to 
“stay out of the south part of the 
county.” She said she heard him, 
Hipes and Shannon discussing the 
warning later and gathered that it 
had come from Sicilian gangsters 
in the bootlegging trade, They de- 
cided, nevertheless, to continue 
their operations, she said. 

Hipes denied he knew anything 
of the participation of his two com. 
panions in the liquor traffic. He 
said he was employed as a shoe 
worker. * 

After the shooting county depu- 
ties went over the locality described 
by Hipes but could find no blood. 
stains, ejected cartridges or other 
evidences of the shooting. Joe

UNION GROUP FOR 
$67,846 DAMAGES 


Charge They Paid $22,615 
Under Duress for Insur- 


ance of Electrical Em- 
ployes. 


ALLEGE RATE 
WAS EXCESSIVE 


Ousted Protective Associa- 
tion and _ Incorporators 
Defendants. in Action 
Filed at Clayton. 


Alleging they paid $22,615 under 
duress to the Electrical Protective 
Association prior to its ouster from 
the State last April by the State 
Supreme Court for violation of the 
antitrust laws, five electrical con- 
tractors toduy sued to recover 
triple damages, $67,846. 

The suits, filed in Circuit Court 
at Clayton by Attorney Jerome F. 
Duggan, named as defendants the 
Protective Association, and its in- 
corporators; Local Union No. 1 of 
the International Brotherhood of 
- Electrical Workers and a number 
‘ of its members; the Union Labor 
Insurance Agency and the Union 
Co-operative Insurance Associa- 
tion. 

These defendants, the petition 
avers, through the medium of the 
Protective Association, compelled 
the plaintiffs to enter into a con- 
tract July 15, 1929, to insure its 
employes at an “arbitrary, unrea- 
sonable and excessive rate, many 
times the amount ordinarily 
charged by insurance companies for 
such insurance.”’ 

Charges of Coercion. 

This charge, the petition con- 
tinues, “coupled with the regular 
compensation paid to employes by 
electrical contractors, was so great 
as to work hardship on the general 
public.” 

“All electrical contractors are 
actually compelled under duress 
and coercion practiced by the de- 
fendants’’ to pay to the Electrical 
Protective Association $2.80 a day 
for each union man in their em- 
ploy for life and annuity insurance, 
the petition sets forth. 

It was agreed among the de. 
fendents, the five contractors al- 
lege, that if the contractors did not 
accept the contract with the Elec- 
trical Protective Association where- 
by they paid the high premium, for 
“the ostensible purpose of insuring 
employes,” the defendants would 
not permit them to engage the 
services of union electrical work- 
ers. 

The defendants, the petition con- 
tinues, “by an agreement and wun- 
derstanding between them, wrong- 
fully and illegally, brought pressure 
to bear, and by threats and intimi- 
dation,” forced the plaintiffs into 
agreement. By reason of this the 
petition continues, the plaintiffs 
had the alternative either of giving 
up business as eletcrical contrac- 
tors, or entering into the agree- 
ments. 

Increased Cost to Public. 

“The direct effect of the agree- 
ment,’ it is alleged, ‘“‘was that it 
acted in the restraint of trade and 
competition so that the cost of elec- 
trical work to the public in the 
city of St. Louis was vastly in- 
creased.” 

The electrical contracting busi- 
ness in St. Louis was controlled by 
the defendants, the petition sets 
forth, “by refusing to permit the 
plaintiffs and others to employ 
union labor’ unless all entered into 
agreements. 

The plaintiffs, it is alleged, were 
compelled to pay for the insurance 
at a rate of five or six times that 
charged ordinarily for the type of 
insurance purchased. 

The Electrical Protective Asso- 
ciation, with three other electrical 
organizations, was ousted by Su- 
preme Court decree last April for 
violation of State anti-trust laws. 

In the investigation it was dis- 
closed more than $250,000 had 
been paiq by St. Louis electrical 
contractors to the Protective Asso- 
ciation for insurance. 

The insurance, purchased from 
the Union Co-operative Insurance 
Association, was underwritten by 
the Union Labor Insurance Agency, 
a local firm operated by Orville E. 
Jennings, International Union dele- 
gate who dominates the electrical 
trade here. 


Attorney Blames O. E. Jennings. 

Attorney Duggan, commenting 
on the suits filed today which name 
the members of the union as ae- 
fendants, said: 

“We are not making a fight on 
organized labor. But inasmuch as 
the union men have apparently 
been led astray by O. E. Jennings, 
their nominal leader, and in such 
an artful manner as to tempo- 
rarily relieve himself of personal 
liability. they may suffer for his 
misdeeds. 

“This should be a warning to 
union men to see that their leaders 
confine their activities to obtaining 
adequate wages and favorable 
working conditions, and to attempt 
to prevent a situation where the 
union is used as a tool for the pri- 
vate exploitation and gain of the 
leader.”

Mr. Bell was married in 1888 to 
Miss Maggie Peper, daughter of 
Christian Peper, who was head of 
the Peper Tobacco Co., a large St. 

He be- 
came manager of the tobacco com- 
pany, which had its factory and 
warehouse at the southeast corner 
of Twelfth and Market streets, on 
the site now being cleared for the 
new Federal building. The Peper 
heirs owned most of the block up 
to the time of its sale to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mrs. Bell died.in 1912, leaving a 
daughter, Marjorie, now Mrs. Rich. 
ard Hinrichs, and a son, Christian 
Peper Bell. These two survive 
their father. 

On World's Fair Board. 

Bell was one of the board of di- 

rectors of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, the St. Louis World’s 
Fair of 1904. His interest in poli- 
tics was lifelong, and he attended 
the Democratic national conven- 
tions up to and including the long- 
drawn-out convention of 1924, in 
New York. At that gathering, the 
Missourian and his time-ripened 
corncob pipe were featured by 
Eastern newspaper writers. He 
backed John W. Davis, who ob- 
tained the nomination. 
Also he was a constant attendant 
at public gatherings, up to the time 
he became infirm from age. In re- 
cent years, he a rose early on East- 
er Sunday to attend sunrise serv- 
ices in Forest Park. His beard, 
which was not of great length, rep- 
resented a lifelong abstinence from 
shaving, it being his boast that he 
had never put a razor to his face. 

A male nurse cared for Bell last 
night. His death was discovered, 
about 11 a. m., by a young man 
employed about the house, who 
had been assisting the nurse, and 
who called in neighbors, before a 
physician arrived and verified the 
fact of death.

Colonel and Wife to Go 
First to Ambassador’s

TOKIO, Aug. 31.—The most bril- 
liant midsummer affair of its kind 
hére in many years—a dinner giv- 
en by Premier Wakatsuki—to- 
night ended the official ceremo- 
nies in honor of Col. and Mrs. 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

At the conclusion of the dinner 

the Lindberghs assumed the role 
of sightseers, which will. keep 
them busy for several days and 
take them to points outside Tokio. 
The Premier was not acting in 
his official capacity in entertain- 
ing the flyers, but rather in the 
capacity of a friend of Mrs. Lind- 
bergh’s father, Senator Dwight W. 
Morrow of New Jersey. Wakatsuki 
met Morrow during the London 
naval conference last year, each 
having been a member of his coun- 
try’s delegation. 
About 50 distinguished persons 
attended the dinner. These _  in- 
cluded W. Cameron Forbes, Amer- 
ican Ambassador; Mrs. James Rus- 
eell and Mr. and Mrs. Edwin Ne- 
ville of the Embassy; Baron and 
Baroness Shidehara (Foreign Min- 
ister); the Ministers of Finance, 
War and Navy and their wives; the 
Minister of Communications; 
Prince and Princess Iyesato Toku- 
fawa;: Capt. Prince and Princess 
Tadashige Shimazu; the Marquis 
and Marcioness Toshinari Maeda 
and Count Ajsuke Kabayama. 

To See Voicano in Action, 
Tomorrow the Lindberghs will 
go to Karuizawa, where they will 
be guests for several days at the 
summer home of Ambassador 
Forbes. There they will have a 
view of Mount Asama, one of 
Japan’s largest volcanoes, which 
began erupting Aug. 8. : 
At a luncheon in their honor to- 
day the Lindberghs figuratively 
tasted victory. It was in the form 
of dried squid mixed with dried 
chestnuts. To the Japanese it sig- 
nifies triumph and in ancient times 
they served it to their conquering 
heroes. 

The dish served as an appetizer 
at a luncheon tendered the Lind- 
berghs by the Japan Air Transport 
Co. at Tokio’s largest restaurant. 
This morning Lindbergh ad- 
dressed 600 army and navy avia- 
tion officials and a group of civil- 
ian aviators, talking on his favor- 
ite subject, the progress of aero- 
nautics in America. He spoke par- 
ticularly on the development of 
night flying and the utilization of 
radio in aviation. The listeners 
paid close attention and asked 
many questions after Lindbergh 
had finished. His lecture was iIn- 
terpreted as he went along. 

6000 Cheer in Park. 

After a tea, given by the Ameri- 
can Association at the Imperial Ho- 
tel, the Lindberghs yesterday en- 
tered the gaily-decked automobile 
of Mayor Nagata and were driven 
to Hibiya Park. There 6000 men 
and women arose with shouts of 
“banzai,” 

At the park auditorium, the 
Mayor welcomed Lindbergh and his 
wife “not only in the name of Tokio 
but also in the name of the 90,- 
000,000 people of Japan.” 

Responding, Lindbergh thanked 
the Government and city for all 
that had been done in their behalf 
and added that he and Mrs. Lind- 
bergh were “looking forward to the 
time when you will be visiting us 
in America via airplanes, as we 
came to visit you in Japan.” 

Following the _ reception, the 
Lindberghs were dinner guests at 
the home of Baron Hachiremon 
Mitsui. Portraits of the flyers and 
other guests were sketched by Ryu- 
shi Kawabada, one of Japan’s best 
known artists.

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250,000 DEAD IN HANKOW 
AREA, 500,000 DESTITUT 


Estimate Based on Survey of Yangtze Tri- 
Cities—163,000 Houses Destroyed 
by Flood. 


By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI Aug. 31.—While 


authorities sought today to learn 
details of the flood situation in 


Northern Kiangsu Province, an- 
other area placed its dead at 250,- 
000 and its destitute homeless at 
500,000. 

The Wuhan district, comprising 
the cities of Hankow, Hanyang and 
Wuchang, in Central China, al- 
though still under 4 to 20 feet of 
water, was able for the first time 
to tally its losses. 

Officials announced that 163,000 
houses either collapsed or were 
damaged beyond repair by the 
flood of the Yangtze River. Half 
the population of the three cities, 
or 782,000 persons were homeless 
and penniless. Many were  half- 
starved and suffering from dysen- 
tery, cholera and other diseases. 

President Chiang Kai-shek, who 
reached Hankow Friday, ordered 
Kiangsi and Hunan authorities to 
lift embargoes on rice in order that 
supplies might be sent to the af- 
fected region, 


Residents of Hankow do not ex- 
pect the flood to recede entirely 
until Oct. 15, although the Yang- 
tze is falling at a rate of several 
inches daily. 

First reports, estimating deaths 
in. Northern Kiangsu province at 
between 200,000 and 300,000 were 
asserted to have been exaggerated. 

Gen. Chu Chiang-lan, National 
Flood Commission Field Director, 
and Col. G. G. Strobe, Chief En- 
gineer of the Yangtze Conservancy 
Commission, who returned to 
Shanghai after an airplane survey, 
told the Associated Press they saw 
nothing to indicate a disaster of 
the magnitude first reported. In 
Kiangsu province eight miles of 
levees along the Grand Canal col- 
lapsed. 

The City of Kaoyu was inundated 
to a depth of three or four feet 
but the wall surrounding the city 
was intact. In other towns the 
walls were broken. 

Towns where missionary centers 
are maintained, such as Yangchow 
and Tsingkiang-pu apparently are 
outside the stricken area.

Mrs. F. Clyburn and her daugh- 
ter, scrubwomen, were forced to 
remain quiet until 8 o’clock when 
the employes began arrivng for 
work. 

As each employe arrived the 
robbers forced them to assume 
their regular working positions. An 
hour later K. I. Davis, bank man¢- 
ager, arrived.

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CANNON, IN LONDON, 
ASSAILS INVESTIGATORS 


Charges Senate Group ‘Deliber- 
ately’ Decided to Hold 
Hearings in His Absence. 


——— 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Aug. 31.—Bishop Can- 


non Jr., of the Mcthodist-Episcopal 
Church, South, in a statement is- 
sued here, accused the Senate Cam- 
paign Expenditures Investigating 
Committee of “deliberately” decid- 
ing to hold its recent hearings in 
his absence. 


The Bishop also charged that 
the committee, which is investigat- 
ing expenditures in the national 
campaign of 1928, was conducting 
“a fishing expedition to secure, if 
possible, some evidence of criminal 
conduct on my part.” 
| He added that he had never Oop- 
posed a grand jury investigation 
but had insisted “and shall continue 
to insist that my rights as a citi- 
zen are infringed upon by the Sen- 
ate committee, which has no juris- 
diction over the election of presi- 
dential electors.” 

Text of His Statements 

His statement follows: 

“1. The adjournment of the Sen- 
ate investigating committee until 
October flatly contradicts the pre- 
vious statement made by the com- 
mittee that the statute of limita- 
tions made an Avgust committee 
meeting necessary. 

“Although I notified the commit- 
tee in May that official church 
duties required my presence in Eu- 
rope from Aug. 10 to Sept. 20, it 
deliberately decided to hold the 
meeting in my absence. It is now 
evident it could have been deferred 
until my return. 

“2. The testimony given before 
the committee clearly indicates it 
was not for the purpose of remedial 
legislation, as claimed in the hear- 
ing in the District Court, but the 
hearing was a fishing expedition 
to secure, if possible, some evidence 
of criminal conduct on my part, 
thus illegally assuming grand jury 
functions. 

“Has No Jurisdiction.” 

“3. All money expended by anti- 
Smith committees, or. by mysclif 
personally, was to defeat the Smith 
presidential electors, who, the Su- 
preme Court has declared, are 
state officials, hence the provision 
concerning same in the . Federal 
corrupt practices act is unconstitu- 
tional, therefore null and void, and 
Congress has no jurisdiction over 
such expenditures. However, Miss 
Burroughs, treasurer of the head- 
quarters committee of anti-Smith 
Democrats, did send sworn reports 
to the clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of all receipts and ex- 
penditures. Not one dollar was 
spent for the election of Congress- 
men or Senators. 

“4. All money not reported by 
Miss Burroughs as treasurer which 
passed through my hands was ex- 
pended in the Virginia State came 
paign exclusively to defeat the 
Smith presidential electors and 
concerning such State expenditures 
no report has ever been required 
by law or precedent. I learned a 
year later that at the request of 
Senator Steiwer, the Virginia State 
Smith Democratic Committee did 
send a statement,. unsworn and un- 
itemized except the lump sum for 
general purposes and the amount 
for each congressional district. I 
gave an exactly similar statement 
to the press in June, 1°30, of the 
expenditure of the Jameson con- 
tribution of $48,300. . 

For Grand Jury Inquiry. 

“5. I cannot recall any corre- 
spondence or conversation with 
Chairman Huston concerning the 
transmission of a check to the 
North Carolina anti-Smith Demo- 
crats. 

“I did write Chairman Frank 
McNinch and sent $5000 with the 
agreement it would be refunded 
later, if possible, but when it was 
not refunded it was recorded in the 
supplementary report by Miss Bur- 
roughs to the clerk of the House. 

“6. I must emphasize again I 
have never Opposed a grand jury 
investigation if the Department of 
Justice decided the law and facts 
warranted such a procedure. But I 
have insisted, and shall continue to 
insist, that my rights as a citizen 
are infringed upon by the Senate 
committee, which has no jurisdic- 
tion over the election of presiden- 
tial electors, but which can intro- 
duce entirely irrelevant testimonies 
concerning my private affairs, with 
no power to protect my rights such 
as régular court procedure would 
guarantee.”’ 


SHIP POUNDED TO PIECES 
ON REEF IN LAKE HURON 


Crew Is Saved; Vessel Uninsured 
and Brothers Lose Entire 
: Fortune. 
By the Associated Press, 

SOUTHAMPTON, Ont., Aug. 31. 
—Rolling helplessly before a strong 
wind off kmke Huron, the motor- 
ship Francis P. Ritchie of Chi- 
cago was smashed to pieces on 
Chantry Reef, near here, Saturday 
night. Five of her crew came 
ashore in the only lifeboat, the re- 
maining three having been taken 
off the vessel by a lifeboat crew 
from the Ttocal Government station. 

For three days the Ritchie had 
wallowed before a terrific storm. 
Her engines were disabled on 
Thursday and since that time cot- 
tagers along the Bruce peninsula 
had watched the vessel drift. Late 
Saturday she crashed into the reef, 
but did not appear in any grave 
difficulty until the storm increased 
in intensity, and waves pounded 
her to pieces. 

With the sinking of the Ritchie 
went the fortune of Matthew and 
Al Pella, brothers, of Chicago, who 
had hoped to sail.to Miami, Fia.,

JUDGE WON'T DISCUSS 


Brown Also Declines to Com- 
ment on Criticism by As- 
sociate on Bench. 


Circuit Judge J. R. Brown of 
Madison County declined to discuss 
today his action fn issuing an in- 
junction restraining Sheriff Fitz- 
gerald and State’s Attorney Bohm 
from interfering with operations of 
the dog-racing track of the Madi- 
son Kennel Club, near Collinsville. 
He refused also to comment on 
criticism of the order by Circuit 
Judge Bernreuter, militant oppo- 
nent of the dog tracks and his as- 
sociate on the bench. ’ 

Judge Bernreuter announced to- 
day he had conferréd with Circuit 
Judge Henry G. Miller at Belleville, 


and that Judge Miller agreed with 
him in his position in regard to the 
dog tracks. Judge SBernreuter 
went to Edwardsville this afternoon 


“Political Pressure.” 
“Ali kinds of political pressure 


j}was brought to bear on me all 


summer to try to make me with- 
draw my Opposition to the dog 
tracks,” Judge Bernreuter said. 
He said no financial inducements 
were offered him ‘‘directly.’"” “He 
declined to explain in detail the 
nature of the political préssure. 

“as far as my order concerning 
the dog track is concerned, that is 
a matter to be threshed out in 
court,” Judge Brown said, “and not 
to be discussed until it has come 
up in court. As far as Judge 
Bernréuter is concerned, I have no 
comment to make publicly on his 
remarks. I do not care to be drawn 
into a newspaper fight with anoth- 
er Judge. That’s all it would 
amount to." 

Dog racing at the Madison track 
is scheduled to be resumed tonight. 
The injunction order issued Batur- 
day is returnable Oct. 19, the open- 
ing day of Madison County Circuit 
Court. Under the situation created 
by the order, it permits dog racing 
until that time. 

Bernreuter Halted Activities. 

Activities at the track stopped 
abruptly Aug. 5 last, after six days 
of racing, when Judge Bernreuter 
returned unexpectedly from a Colo- 
rado vacation and announced he 
had come back to see the gambling 
laws of Madison County were not 
violated. 

Since the track was closed volun- 
tarily, he said, he was unable to 
issue an order against it unless re- 
quested to do so by the State’s At- 
torney or Sheriff. No such request 
was made, he said. 

On learning of the issuance of 
the injunction, he expressed hin.- 
self as “very much astonished”’ and 
said it created a situation he never 
before had experienced in 22 years 
on the bench. 

“It’s very unusual for an ass0o- 
clate Judge to take such an ac- 
tion, counter to his associate on 
the bench,” Judge Bernreuter re- 
marked, “and hitherto we have re- 
spected always one another's orders 
and procedure. If Judge Brown 
deemed ,the dog track legal he 
could have said so long ago. But 
he never opened his mouth to me 
on the subject one way or another. 
His action comes as a surprise.” 

Basis of Injunction. 

The petition for the injunction 
contained the contention that the 
State racing bill of 1927, which 
legalized horse racing and the pari- 
mutuel system of betting while 
prohibiting racing after sundown, 
did not repeal the “bookmakers’ 
act” of 1887. This act simply for- 
bade betting on horse races or the 
racing of other animals outside of 
the racing enclosure. 

When the dog track, on Illinois 
Highway No. 11, reopened the lat- 
ter part of July, it drew as big an 
attendance the first few nights it 
Operated as in previous seasons. 
Betting, however, was less. 

Another Madison Cvounty dog 
track, the Kingshighway Amuse- 
ment Park, at the east end of 
Chain of Rocks Bridge, was closed 
& year ago by an injunction issued 
by Judge Bernreuter. It went into 
receivership last February.

More Care in Cooking and 
Many Recipes Have Made 
Rice More Popular. 


Probably no article of food has 
been more badly cooked by many 
than rice. No wonder that it has 
almost vanished from many tables. 
Instead of whole, dry grains when 
cooked it has often been a wet, 
sOggy mass, uninviting and ugly to 
look. at. 

There is a right way to cook rice 
as many are finding out, and also, 
there are many ways of serving it 
instead of confining it to a break- 
fast dish. 

Cook according to the following 
directions: For one cup of rice use 
two teaspoons of salt and two and 
one-half quarts of water. Place 
water and salt together in a large 
saucepan, preferably a four-quart 
one, let the water boil violently and 
add the washed rice so slowly that 
the water continues to boil all the 
time. Boil 20 minutes but do not 
stir. The rice should then be soft 
with no hard kernels left. Drain 
in a colander, wash off with cold 
water and place in a warm Oven 
where it will finish swelling with- 
out burning. Each grain should 
then stand alone. 

Baked Rice. 

Use one cupful of rice, one- 
fourth pound of cheese, one-third 
cupful of chopped pimentos, two 
tablespoonfuls of pimento juice, 
one tablespoonful of grated onion, 
and sgason with salt, paprika and 
red pepper. Cook the rice accord- 
ing to directions, drain and place 
in a mixing bowl. Mix with the 
pimentos, grated cheese, onion and 
pimento juice, then add a_ few 
grains of the red pepper, salt and 
paprika to taste. Place in a baking 
dish and bake for 30 minutes in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.). 

Rice and Ham. 

Use two cupfuls of boiled rice, 
one cupful each of chopped ham 
and strained tomatoes, one-half 
cupful of boiling water, one table- 
spoonful each of flour and chopped 
onion, two tablespoonfuls each 
of butter and. chopped pars- 
ley, and a dash,:of paprika. 
Saute the onion in the butter until 
slightly brown. Add the flour and 
paprika, then the water and toma- 
toes. Cook until the mixture be- 
gins to thicken, Place the rice ina 
greased baking dish with the ham 
on top. Pour the sauce over all. 
Sprinkle the top with the chopped 


parsiey, and bake in a moderate | 


oven (350 degrees F.) until heated 
through. 
Rice and Nut Custard. 

Make a custard as follows: Scald 
two cupfuls of milk and pour over 
one egg, beaten with one cupful of 
sugar and one tablespoonful of 
flour. Place in a one and one-half 
quart double: boiler and cook until 
the custard thickens. Add one-half 
teaspoonful of vanilla, three cup- 
fuls of cooked rice, and one cupful 
of chopped nut meats. Cool and 
serve with whipped cream. 

Boiled Rice With Caramel Sauce. 

Cook one cupful of rice in two 
cupfuls of water, one cupful of 
milk and a teaspoonful of salt for 
one and one-half hours in a one 
and one-half quart double boiler. 
Heat one cupful of sugar in an iron 
pan until it melts, stirring con- 
stantly. Mix two level tablespoon- 
fuls of cornstarch with two cupfuls 
of water and pour into the sugar. 
Add one-half cupful of sugar and 
cook, stirring constantly, until the 
sauce is thick and smooth. Re- 
move from the fire and add two 

tablespoonfuls of butter and a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. Turn the hot 
rice into a serving dish and cover 
with the sauce. | 

Rice Stuffing for Chicken. 

Saute one small chopped onion 
in two tablespoonfuls of fat, and 
add four cupfuls of cold boiled rice 
and one cupful of bread crumbs 
moistened with a cupful of milk. 
Add one-eighth teaspoonful of sage, 
three-fourths cupful finely chopped 
bacon or finely chopped salt pork, 
and salt and pepper to taste. Use 
as a stuffing for roast chicken or 


duck. 


AUCE PUDDING 
—_ WITH APRICOT PUREE 


A Simple Dessert With a Sauce 
for the Children’s 
Lancheon. 

Cut fresh bread in thin slices 
lengthwise of loaf, long and wide 
enough to line a custard cup or in- 
dividual mold . Cut circles of bread 
to fit inside bottom and top. Dip 
each piece in melted butter and 
then in sugar, so that each side is 
well coated. Line cups with cir- 
cles and strips of prepared bread 
and fill with apple sauce, adding a 
few raisins to each cup. Cover with 
circles of bread and bake in hot 
oven, 400 degrees F., until brown ©n 
top. Turn out on individual plates 
and cover with apricot puree. 

Apricot Puree. 

Wash one-fourth pound dried 
apricots in warm water, drain, add 
one cup hot water and cook slowly 
until soft. Add three-fourths cup 
sugar, stir and cook until sugar 
is dissolved and rub through a sieve. 
Add water if necessary to:make of 
consistency of marmalade or pud- 
ding sauce. 


Peanut Butter Bread. 

Sift two cups flour, four. tea- 
spoons baking powder, one teaspoon 
salt and one-half cup sugar to- 
gether. Add one cup of milk to 
two-thirds cup peanut butter, 
blending well, then add dry in- 
gredients, beating all thoroughly. 
Bake in greased loaf pan about 45 
minutes in slow oven. This is best 
served the day after baking, and 
makes delicious sandwiches with 
lettuce leaves and mayonnaise. —_ 


USE GREEN PEPPERS 


WITH MEAT AND RICE 


Recipes for a Luncheon Dish, 
Vegetable Combination and 
Salad and Sandwiches. 


Many uses may be found for 
green peppers—stuffed with meat 


for a luncheon dish, cooked with |: 


rice as a vegetable, in salads and 
sandwiches—and' all good. 


Pepper Boats. 

Remove seeds from six green 
peppers and steam until tender. 
Mix three cups minced veal or ham 
with one cup cracker crumbs, two 
teaspoons salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, two tablespoons melted 
butter, one tablespoon mustard, 
one beaten egg and one-half cup 
of meat or chicken stock.: Fill pep. 
pers and bake in buttered dish in 
hot oven for about 20 minutes. 
Dash with paprika and serve with 
sliced tomatoes. 


Pepper Rice. 

Take one cup cooked rice, one 
small onion sliced and fried in but- 
ter, one pint of canned tomatoes 
and two green peppers chopped 
fine. Mix well, season well and dot 
with butter. Bake half an hour. 


Pepper Salad. 

Drop green peppers in hot 
water, then pull off skins and re- 
move seeds. Chill and pack very 
tight with cream cheese mixed with 
chopped nuts. Cut in slices with a 


very sharp knife and serve with a 


little French dressing. 

Pepper and Onion Sandwiches. 

Mince very fine green peppers 
from which seeds have been re- 
moved. Mix with an equal quantity 
of minced Bermuda onions. Make 
into a paste with mayonnaise and 
serve on rye bread.

Kissner and his sister both were 
shot in the’ head, one bullet strik- 
ing Evelyn behind the right ear, 
the other lodging in Kissner’s right 
temple. None of the others was 
hurt. 

The shooting occurred on the 
farm of Mr. and Mrs. William Geis- 
mann, near Leasburg, where mem- 
bers of the Kissner family were 
visiting. They were leaving the 
farmhouse to go fishing. 

At the wheel of Kissner’s sedan 
was Miss Norma Kissner, 20 years 
old, a student at an Indianapolis 
normal school. Beside her was 
Evelyn and at the far side of the 
front seat was their mother, Mrs. 
Fred J. Kissner. Fred H. Kissner 
was at the left of the rear seat be- 
hind his sister, Norma. Beside him 
was Miss Pearl Geismann and to 
her right, her sister, Miss Florence 
Geismann. 

“Apparently nobody saw what 
happened,” Miss Pearl Geismann 
told the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 
“Fred had his tackle box on his 
knees and was looking through it. 
The pistol was in the box. I told him 
not to fool with it if it was loaded;

FRENCH LEADER FAVORS 
CONTROL OF WORLD ARMIES 
BY THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Joseph Paul-Boncour Would Take Complete 
Direction of Forces Out of Hands of :In- 
dividual Nations to Suppress Wars.

PARIS, Aug. 


that the nations of the world place 
their armed forces under the con- 
trol of the League of Nations and 
a prediction that France would 
lead the way at the 1932 disarma- 


ment conferénce, was made today 
by Joseph Paul-Boncour, chairman 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the Chamber of Deputies, in a 
statement to the Associated Press. 

Inasmuch as Paul-Boncour is 
acknowledged as France’s greatest 
authority on disarmament and is 
certain to be one of France's chief 
delegates to the disarmament con- 
ference in Geneva next February, 
his statement was considered to be 
of such far-reaching importance 
that it will give an entirely new 
angle to the struggle for the reduc- 
tion and limitation of armaments. 
The impression prevailed that he 
would not have made his statement 
unless he was convinced that it 
harmonizes with responsible opin- 
ion in France. 

“When the disarmament confer- 
ence agrees upon the actual fig- 
ures Of the defense strength of 
eaeh country,” he said, “our idea 
is that these forces should cease 
to be forces left entirely to the dis- 
position of these countries and 
that there should be an interna- 
tional mortgage upon them. 
® Might Solve Parity Problem. 
“I mean that the council of the 
[League of Nations when face to 
face with a case of proved war of 
aggression should be empowered 
under Article 16 of the League 
covenant to make use of them to 
settle a war crisis. 

“Are other nations, like us, 
ready? Are they willing to put 
their permanent air, naval and 
land forces under the control of 
and at the disposition of the 
League of Nations? By this ges- 
ture the problem of parity might be 
solved.” 


Paul-Boncour said that limitation 
of armaments is linked with the 
idea of .creating an international 
armed force which will insure re- 
spect for arbitral decisions and 
with a policy of imposing penalties 
on nations which have been’ de- 
clared aggressors. He said that 
French circles yearned for perpet- 
ual peace and are growing appre- 
hensive over next year’s disarma- 
ment conference. 

“Europe's troubles,” he contin- 
ued, “the campaign for the revision 
of treaties. the hypocrisy with 
which France’s military strength is 
weighed with a total ignoring of 
France’s responsibilities and an 
evident jealousy of France’s finan- 
cial situation which takes no ac- 
count of France's sacrifices—al] 
are engendering the impression 
here that there is a deliberate wish 
to ruin France’s national security.” 

The statement said that in his 
opinion the disarmament confer-

ence would be the greatest event 
since the signing of the war trea- 
ties and a decisive step in the evo- 
lution of peace. 

Future Peace at Stake. 

“Upon its success or failure de- 
pends the future of peace,”’ he said. 
“People are watching France. 
Many are ready to hold us respon- 
sible for the failure of the confer- 
ence or to think of success only at 
France’s expense. 

“I mean that the failure of the 
disarmanent conference would be 
the signal for the rearmament of 
Powers which under the peace 
treaties are subjected to special 
limitations. Germany has told us 
this clearly and Hungary thinks as 
Germany. Gen. von Seeckt, who 
created Germany’s new professional 
army and aims at supplementing it 
with militia, has recently laid down 
unacceptable premises. They are 
based upon the idea of mathemat- 
ical parity between the armea 
forces of nations, an idea which is 
contrary to the League covenant. 

“This idea echoes the thought of 
Mussolini, who, with his customary 
directness, pledges Italy to accept 
a minimum of forces acceptable to 
other great continental Powers. 
This means France, since it seems 
clear that in naval strength at 
least the United States and Great 
Britain are given a_ superiority 
which is entirely defensible and le- 
gitimate, but Which nevertheless 
constitutes a serious snag to the 
principle of parity between nations. 

The covenant of the League does 
not envisage mathematical parity 
of armament, he said, because the 
framers knew this would be du- 
plicity and impossible. He said it 
would be stupid to imagine a great 
colonial nation like France should 
have the same armaments as other 
nations having fewer responsibili- 
ties. 

Says France Will Support Plan. 

“It is their geographical situa- 
tion,” he said, “which, ‘by unani- 
mous consent, will maintain naval 
superiority for the United States 
and Great Britain.” 

Then he announced his proposal 
that armed forces be placed at the 
disposition of the League of Na- 
tions, and he predicted that France 
would support such an undertak- 
ing at Geneva, “because it  har- 
monizes with the convictions of 
the French nation.” 

Until the problem of mutual as- 
sistance is settled, formidable ob- 
stacles will be encountered, he said, 
citing the difficulties met by the 
Washington and London naval con- 
ferences as such instances. 

“Gen. von Seeckt has said that 
the World War substituted for the 
eventual and feared hegemony of 
Germany the very real supremacy 
of France, said Paul-Boncour. 

“Much could be said about this, 
but that is not the question. The 
question is not one of a succession 
of hegemonies or of a struggle for 
hegemony. What we must assure 
is a hegemony of the League of 
Nations.”’

YOUNG OFFENDERS 
IN SELF-GOVERNING 
COLONY IN RUSSIA 


Prisoners Allowed to Vote 


on Releases and No 
Locks or Bars Are Used 
to Prevent Escapes 


REFORMED BY WORK 
AND SOME FREEDOM 


No Fixed Terms—Inmate 
May Join Trade Union 
After Demonstrating 
Worthiness.

MOSCOW, Aug. 31.—A self-goy- 
erning prison colony without guards 
or bars, the inmates of which de- 
cide who shall be admitted and 
when they all leave, is Soviet 
Russia’s mosf striking experiment 
in penology. | 

Located 15 miles from Moscow, 
the “Ogpu Commune” was estab- 
lished seven years ago by F. Zher- 
zinsky, then head of the secret po- 
lice, for the reclamation of home- 
less waifs who roamed the streets 
of large cities by the thousands 
after the revolution. 

Its sphere has now been widened 
to accommodate juvenile incorrigi- 
bles in general from the ages of 
16 to 25. Robbery and theft are 
the chief crimes represented. In 
the eyes of authorities these of- 
fenders are more likely than hard- 
ened criminals to respond to new 
methods of reformation. 

No Fixed Term. 

Hard work and a generous meas- 
ure. of freedom and self-determina- 
tion are the basic methods pre- 
scribed for redemption of the 1620 
inmates, of whom 154 are women. 
There are no fixed terms of im- 
prisonment. Prisoners may apply 
for discharge at any time, and the 
‘general meeting,” a governing 
body composed of all the inmates, 
determines the applicant’s fitness 
for release. 

The commune, however, oper- 
ates on the theory that two to 
three years is necessary to reform a 
young thief. After a prisoner has 
demonstrated his worthiness, he 
may join a trade union. Then he is 
known as a “graduate,” and thus 
becomes eligible for restoration to 
full citizenship rights. Some have 
won this and still.remain in the 
colony. 

Periodically a committee of in- 
mates visits the country’s prisons

In no cases do the 
courts sentence prisoners direct to 
the commune. 

Factories for the manufacture of 
boots, shoes, tennis racquets, ice 
skates and skiis provide the labor 
in which every member must have 
a part. Working conditions and 
wages are on the same basis aa 
outside industry. The average 
wage is 80 roubles (nominally $40) 
monthly and the inmates work in 
shifts of seven to eight hours, five 
days a week. 

Vacation’ Trips Permitted. 

If their records of conduct and 
labor are good they may apply to 
the general meeting for a trip out- 
side the colony on their day off and 
for longer periods at stated intervals 
—a factor to which is attributed 
the relatively small number of 
those who try to escape. Many 
come to Moscow each week for a 
one-day holiday. 

The members live in long, single- 
storied dormitories of wood and 
stucco, separated according to sex. 
There are no bars on windows or 
locks on doors and no guards patrol 
the colony day or night. A smali 
picket fence, erected to mark the 
limits of the commune and not as 
a restrictive measure, is all that 
separates the prisoners from the 
world. 

Two hundred and fifty of the in- 
mates are married and their fam- 
ilies live with them. Some married 
after they entered the colony. The 
non-convict portions of such fam- 
ilies are given work within the 
commune on the same basis as they 
would labor outside. A nursery is 
provided for the care of infant 
children of such unions.

The Sheriff's office failed.to use the evi- 
dence available and in its possession, and that failure 
is a stigma on the county, and a debt unpaid to the 
murdered officer and to his family.

ROOSEVELT FACES THE ISSUE. 

Gov. Roosevelt of New York has faced the prob- 
lem of unemployment relief squarely and boldly. 
He proposes a 50 per cent increase in the personal 
income tax. This will provide a fund of $20,000,000, 
according to the State Tax Commission, which is 
the amount to be appropriated far a public works 
program. A special commission of three is to be ap- 
pointed to manage the project, assuming the Legis- 
lature acts upon the Governor’s recommendations and 
passes the bills which have already been drafted. 

“The Governor makes the point, unanswerable, it 
seems to us, that people fortunate enough to have 
taxable incomes should bear the burden of supple 
menting local government efforts and private philan- 
thropy. It-is the Governor’s judgment, manifestly, 
that local resources, governmental and voluntary, 
will not be able to meet the requirements. The State 
has got to help. The only effective way it can 
help is by exercising the taxing power. Besides be- 
ing the effective way, that is, in our opinion, the dig- 
nified and fair way. 
should have taken. 

The proposed tax increase will lay no intolerable 
burden upon the citizens of New York, since it will 
be apportioned according to their means. The single 
man with an income of $3000 will have to pay an 
additional tax of only $2.50, while the tax on the 
married man with a family who earns $10,000 a year 
will be increased only $26. Neither of those citizens 
can justly complain. The higher brackets will have 
to pay, and pay hard, but this is an emergency, and 
emergencies make their own tax laws. Those who 
have should be compelled, in this crisis, to meet the 
needs of those who have not, and taxation is the 
compulsion which cannot be evaded. 

New York is not confronted by a unique unemploy- 
ment relief problem. The same situation proportion- 
ately exists in every state. Every state, however, 
hasn’t a Roosevelt in the Governor’s chair. But the 
New York Governor’s example may, perhaps, inspire 
other state executives. Certainly the time calls for 
decision and leadership on the part of high officials, 
and it calls for determined and generous response 
from the rich and employed. 

The country is witnessing decision and leadership 
in Franklin D. Roosevelt.

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FIGHTING DIPHTHERIA IN ST. LOULS. 


Diphtheria is one of the few diseases for which a 
specific exists. By use of antitoxin, introduced in 
1894, the mortality rate has been diminished enor- 
mously. Important as is a reliable cure for dis- 
ease, a preventive is even more valuable. Medical 
science has bestowed this on humanity in the form 
of toxin-antitoxin, an immunization method good for 
a lifetime. With widespread use of both these dis- 
coveries, this dread disease, particularly dangerous 
to children, could be eradicated. In fact, the battle 
with diphtheria already has progressed so far that 
a prominent medical authority, Dr. Howard W. Hasz- 
gard, recently wrote: “Formerly deaths from diph- 
theria were very common, but now a single death 
in a city is the subject of adverse comment.” If a 
single death in a city produces “adverse comment,” 
what can be said of St. Louis, where there were 
—oo. with 64 deaths, in 1929, and $60 cases, 
with 42 deaths, last year? 

As these figures show, there is far too much dipb- 
theria in St: Louis. To end this condition, a cam-

America’s Supremacy Over Britain 


Gladstone's prophecy that Great Britain would lose her commercial supremacy to 
America has come true; changed conditions have made England weak, while the 
United States has constantly grown in strength; writer says Britain will be our 
colony before she is done; thinks U. S. too wise to govern world, but will own it.

IFTY years ago the prophetic Gladstone 
wrote of America: “It is she alone, who 
at a coming time, can, and probably 
will, wrest from us our commercial supre- 
macy. We have no title; I have no inclina- 
tion to murmur at this prospect. If she 
acquires it, she will make the requisition 
by the right of the strongest and best. We 
have no more title against her than Venice 
or Genoa or Holland has had against us.” 
What was prophecy in Gladstone’s da, is 
fact now. No one Knowing the facts can 
say honestly that the British and American 
economic empires are not belligerent rivals. 
No one knowing the facts can say that their 
foreign trade and investments are not di- 
rectly competitive. No one knowing the 
facts can say that the fight is clean. No 
one knowing the facts can say that hands- 
across-the-sea speeches or naval ermament 
truces have removed the danger of armed 
war, which historically hag resulted from 
such economic war. There is not room in 
the contracting modern world for two con- 
flicting empires as large and predatory as 
Britain and America. Either the supremacy 
of America will be recognized by Britain 


in peace, or that supremacy will be asserted . 


in battles of blood. 


Conditions which once made England 
strong now make her weak. Hor physical 
isolation is gone; the channel, once a bar- 
rier, is now an invitation to attack from 
beneath and above the waters by submarine 
and aircraft. Many nations, which paid 
tribute for her goods and gold, have come 
of age industrially; they no longer need 
her. At home her industrial decay and fi- 
nancial burdens create misery and unrest. 
Her dominions have ceased to be domin- 
fons. Her colonies are fn revolt. She lacks 
her old conquering spirit.

Her fate is to meet, in the de- 
clining years of her age, a nation more 
blessed by nature with riches and power 
than all her long accumulated store—a 
giant, prodigal, daring, assertive, young.

The aged empire is 
fighting not only the real challenger, but 
also the living ghost of world supremacy, 
which advanced with the Roman legions of 
old, which has led the British for genera- 
tions, and which new seems to fight for 
America, 

Under the world spell of this half-truth 
and half-illusion, the “Americanization” of 
Europe and the far places of the earth ad- 
vances. Whether the nations weleome the 
opportunity to follow the conqueror, or are 
drawn by the fascination of that which they 
hate and fear, they do not escape. To many, 
this transformation of the world inte «a 
cheaper imitation of all that is crude, and 
little that is good, in American civilization, 
seems a frightful thing. 


But Americans do not doubt. We are 
smitten with that most potent of illusions, 
that we are “the chosen people.” Even 
that Biblical phrase is not good enough for 
us. We say it in a new way, in our own

prophets of America, ig not a thing of the 
dust and of the market place. The market 
Place becomes the temple. Business con- 
quest is as much a religion te Americans 
as spiritual conquest was to the early Chris- 
tiams and physical conquest was once toe 
Britons. The young giant among nations 
challenges Britain with more than physical 
strength and skill. with nothing less than a 
religion—and all the fervor and fanaticism 
and strength which ge with a religious 
crusade. z 

We were Britain's colony once. She will 
be our colony before she is done; not in 
mame, but in fact. Machines gave Britain 
power over the world. Now better machines 
are giving America power over the world 
end Britain.

| Prohibition After 23 Years 


From Outlook and Independent. 


ie the June 6, 1908, issue of the Outlook. 
Josiah William Bailey discussed the pas- 
sage by popular vote of North Carolina's 
first Statewide prohibition law. At the time 
Mr. Bailey was the religious leader of North 
Carolina, a crusading editor-orator in much 
demand at the Baptist conventions. Today 
he is the State’s senior Senator, a dry, as 
then, sincere but not fanatical, altogether of 
rare and admirable vintage. 

The State's law, defeated when proposed 
Lin 1881, was to go into effect on Jan. 1, 
1909. “Prepared for by 20 years of agita- 
tion and education through lIoca! option, 
supported by an unusual majority vote and 
by political leaders (Republican and Demo- 
cratic) of the State, prohibition in North 
Carolina will begin most auspiciously,” Mr 
Bailey wrote. “If prohibition can succeed 
anywhere, it ought to succeed there. If it 
fails there, it can scarcely succeed in any 
American state.” 


° ‘ . 
Twenty-three years pass. North Carolina 
holds on to State prohibition. During the 


past decade, it has been augmented Dy nma- 
tional prohibition; for years the two hare 
been welded there by a most rigid State en- 
forcement act. Every police agency of tne 
State has been required to enforce prohi- 
bition: every court has supported the drys. 
Legally they have had everything their 
way; politically the State has rejected Al 
Smith, and in 1930, treated a wet candidate 
for the Senate as a joke. But how has pro- 
hibition succeeded in North Carolina. 4 
rural State without a city of 100,000 popu- 
lation, without even an immigrant class 
worthy of the name? 


The answer comes first-hand In the Ba'- 
timore Sun. Therein Eric W. Rodgers, % 
North Carolina newspaper man, writes that 
“it is not much harder to buy whisky than 
it is to buy an ice cream soda.” Corn whisky 
at $8 a gallon is bought, he says, within 
stone's throw of the courthouses, delivered 
at the home.

PREVENTION OF DIPHTHERIA 


Gives Address on Radio as Yart 
of Campaign Being 


Conducted. 
Health Commissioner Starkloff 
discussed diphtheria preventive 


measures today over radio station 
KMOX, his address opening a Diph- 
theria Prevention campaign con- 
ducted by the Health Department 
and the St. Louis Health and Hos- 
pital Council. Dr. W. McKim Mar- 
riott, dean of Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, spoke over 
KWK this afternoon. 

After describing its symptoms, 
saying, its early stages often pass 
unrecognized as an ordinary sore 
throat, Dr. Starkloff told how phy- 
sicians determine the existence of 
the disease ‘by means of a “throat 
culture.” 

- The Health Department operates 

41 health centers for immunizing 
children. against diphtheria and 
gives serum without cost when an 
agency or private physician applies 
it at the Municipal Courts 
building. In 1920, the year the first 
clinic was .established, there were 
4342 cases, Dr. Starkloff said, and 
160 deaths, but last year there were 
but 960 cases and 42 deaths. 

Dr. Marriott said that unless 
preventive measures are taken there 
will be between 1000 and 2000 
diphtheria cases in St. Louis this 
winter. He urged the use of the 
injection. : 

“The injections do not hurt much 
more than a mosquito bite,” Dr. 
Marriott said, ‘‘and within a few 
weeks afterwards 95 out of every 
100 persons have gained an im- 
munity against diphtheria which 
lasts for a good many years, per- 
haps for life. Get immunized, have 
your children immunized. Do it 
now.””

Carl L. Shinn, Oakland, attorney, 
filed a motion in Superior Court 
here today asking for a new trial 
for Thomas Mooney, charging his 
conviction was “fraudulently con- 
ceived and procured,” 

Shinn said he acted with the au- 
thorization of Mooney who is serv- 
ing a life sentence in San Quentin 
prison for alleged participating in 
the bombing of a preparedness pa- 
rade here in 1916. Ten persons 
were killed. 

The chief basis of the petition is

OLD CATHEDRAL KEEPS 
100TH ANNIVERSARY 


Service Commemorates Cen- 
tenary of Laying of Cor- 
ner Stone. 


The centennial of the laying of 
the cornerstone of the Old Cathe- 
dral, Third and Walnut streets, 
was celebrated yesterday with a 
solemn high mass attended by 
Archbishop Glennon and many of 
the clergy of the diocese. About 


1400 were present. 

The day was the feast of Louis 
IX of France, crusader and saint, 
for whom the city and the cathe- 
dral were named. | 

The Rev. Robert S. Johnston, 
S. J., president of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity, delivered the sermon as 
did a predecessor, the Rev. P. J. 
Verhaegen, S. J., who was presi- 
dent of the university in August, 
1831, when the corner stone was 
laid. 

Father Johnston recalled’ that 
the Old Cathedral is the fourth 
building erected on the “church 
lot’ set aside when the city was 
laid out by its founders. The first 
was built in 1770, facing the Rue 
de l’Eglise, now Second street, and 
six years later was succeeded by a 
log structure which was used for 
40 years. 

The third, a plain frame build- 
ing, was constructed in 1820, the 


year Missouri became a State. This 
became the St. Louis Cathedral 


when the diocese of St. Louis was 
separated, in 1826, from the dio- 
cese of New Orleans. 
later Bishop Rosati 
present building. 
“Through all the hundred years 
since then,’’ Father Johnston said, 
“The Church of St. Louis of France 
has stood for God. It has borne 
godliness on its brow and breathed 
the spirit of God into generations 
of St. Louisans. For 80 years it 
was the true cathedral of the dio- 
cese. In October, 1914, the New 
Cathedral was opened, and it lost 
that distinction, but the name 
cathedral clings fondly and rever- 
ently to these venerable walls.”

Mother as a Nurse 


N a lecture on the art as dis- 
| tinguisnea from the science of 

medicine, a famous old practi- 
tioner once observed that the beat 
way to treat sick children is 
through their mothers. 

There is added wisdom in having 
the mother instead of the physi- 
cian deal with the child directly, 
for where there are painful things 
to be done and ill tasting medicines 
to be administered the child will 
resent these less from the hands 
of the mother than it will from 
those of the physician. 

Also, it is desirable that the child 
should be trained to think of the 
doctor as a kindly and pleasant 
person, and this isn’t possible 
when “the doctor hurts.” 

When the mother is called on to 
render nursing services to the sick 
child, she should ascertain her du- 
ties in detail. 

The modern physician leaves his 
instructions written out. If he fails 
to dg so, the mother should ques- 
tion him and to make him dictate 
to her the details of her nursing 
duties. 

Thus, she should mark what 
medicines are to be given and 
when and in what manner they are 
to be administered. ‘ 

She should: ascertain and set 
down in detail the diet prescribed, 
the character of the food, the 
amount, etc. If there are bandages 
to be changed, baths to be given, 
applications to be made, these 
should be noted. 

The methodical mother’ will so 
arrange her record sheet that 
against each item she will be able 
to check the time and the fre- 
quency of performance. This rec- 
ord will enable the physician to 
see how well his instructions have 
been followed. 

It may prove a trying job for 
the mother, but what a blessing to 
the sick child apd to the doctor.
